Claims 20 and 21 depend on claim 19, which depends on claim 1. Claims 29-33 
depend on claim 28, which depends on claim 1. Claim 35 depends on claim 34, which 
depends on claim 1. Claims 36 and 37 depend on claim 35, which depends on claim 
34, which depends on claim 1. 

Therefore, the number of independent claims over 3 is 12, not 13, and the fee 
for 12 independent claims over 3 was already paid as shown in the Fee Transmittal 



dated 4 August, 2000. A copy of the Fee Transmittal dated 4 August, 2000 is enclosed 
for your reference.
